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THE AMACKERS 
OF THE DEEP SOUTH 


Many years ago in Canton Berne, Switzerland, a man became 
known as “Ameacker” because he lived on The Acre, Am A cker. 
His descendants multiplied and through the centuries have become 
numberous in Switzerland. 


A Swiss gentleman, John Peter Purry had established a Swiss 
colony at Purrysville, S.C. A shipload of colonists came to Charl- 
eston in July 1735, and set out for the township on the Edisto, which 
they named Orangeburg. Among these immigrants were many 
Swiss from Canton Berne, and sorne of them were Amackers. 


Names of Amackers are in “List of Swiss Emigrant, Vol. II, 
page 27-35.” In Church Records of Orangeburg, S. C., Amackers 
are found and also in “The History of Orangeburg County, S. C.” 
by A. S. Sallee, Jr. 1899. “South Carolina Colonial Soldiers and 
Patriots” by Leonarda Andrea says Jacob Amacker served in the 
Cherokee War under Col. John Chevillette. 


The Roll of Capt. Jacob Rumph’s men who fought the Téries 
cf South Carolina in 1783 in Orangeburg District, commanded by 
Col. Wm. Thomson, had the following: John Amacka and Jacob 
Amacka. 


The 1790 Census of South Carolina showed; John Amacker 
(page 98)-3 adult males over 16; 2 females. 
John Amacker (page 97)-3 adult males over 16, 1 male under 16, 
1 female, 8 slaves. 


Salle states in his History of Orangeburg that John Amacker 
said he was going to Florida. John Jacob Amacker planned to do 
just that. Early in 1690 he married Sarah Varnado, daughter of 
Samuel Varnado, born in Orangeburg Co., S. C. on Feb. 15, 1754, 
died in St. Helena Parish, La., in 1837. Sarah was one of seven- 
teen children. “Several of her brothers and her father joined the 
colonists going south. John Jacob and Sarah had five children 
by the time the group was ready to start. Also in the group was 
John’s half-brother James Albert Hughes. 


The journey started in late winter 1809. They stayed in 
Georgia during ihe spring and summer of that year and made a 
crop. In late October they resumed their march. When they 
reached the Natchez District they stopped. Some of the group re- 
mained in southwest Mississippi permanently. Others who meant 
to cross into West Florida when conditions changed, waited several 
months. 


When the United States bought The Louisiana Territory from 
the French in 1803, Spain still claimed West Florida. This section 
extended from Pearl River westward, north of lakes Ponchatrain 
and Maurepas onward to the Mississippi River and the town of 
Baton Rouge. Here the Spanish Governor had his headquarters, 
defended by soldiers and a fort. Spain welcomed American col- 
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onists, giving to the head of each family a liberal grant of land 
called a “headright.” 


This section was very attractive to settlers because of an 
abundance of food and water for their domestic animals. In the 
summer and fall there were great quantities of beech nuts, hickory 
nuts, acorns and chinquapins and in winter canebrakes for the 
cattle.. For the homesteaders there were wild plums, crab apples, 
berries and grapes, and bee trees to furnish honey. 


The Americans began a fight to have the district joined to the 
rest of Louisiana. This trouble ended in victory for the Americans 
in Sept. 1810, although the district is now called “The Florida 
Parishes.” 


While John and Sarah Amacker were living in Mississippi 
their sixth child was born, on November 17, 1811. He was named 
Nathaniel for one of Sarah’s brothers. In 1813 the Amacker fam- 
ily moved across the state line into St. Helena Parish, Louisiana. 
John Jacob had acquired land from Richard Martin. It was ‘“Head- 
right 46” lying partly in Sections 29, 30, 31 and the greater part of 
32. Using some of the long-leaf yellow pines that had covered the:- 
rolling hills, John Amacker built his home on the eact of Beaver 
Creek in St. Helena Parish. In 1869 this section became Ward I 
of the new Parish of Tangipahoa, in TISR7E. 


The hewn timbers formed a house having two rooms on the 
second floor at the head of a stairway from an open hall between 
two rooms on the first floor. A wide veranda stretched across the 
north side and a chimney was in the eastern side of one front room. 
From the rear of this room an ell containing a dining room and 
kitchen extended south. This building stood at the top of a grad- 
ually sloping hill. 


The three youngest children of the Amacker family were born 
in the new Louisiana home on Beaver Creek. They were the 
seventh child James Albert Amacker, born Oct. 27, 1813; George 
W. Amacker, born in 1814, and John Jackson Amacker, born in 
1815, some time after his father’s death. John Jacob Amacker 
was very ill in January 1815 when he was told about the Battle of 
New Orleans. Soon afterward he died. His half-brother James 
Albert Hughes was appointed tutor for his children. His widow 
Sarah Varnado Amacker kept the home, reared the children and 
saw them all married and settled in homes of their own. Her old- 
est brother George Varnado died in Mississippi about 1836 and left 
her a part of his property. Sarah Amacker died in 1846. Her son 
Nathaniel was executor of her estate.

SAMUEL AMACKER 


Samuel Amacker, oldest child of John Jacob and Sarah Varnado 
Amacker, was born in Orangeburg District South Carolina, June 
13, 1804. He came south with his parents in 1809, when they 
settled in southwest Mississippi. In 1812, they moved over in- 
to St. Helena Parish, Louisiana, and founded an estate on the 
east side of Beaver Creek. Samuel Amacker’s father died there 
in January 1815. Samuel grew up there with his widowed 
mother, brothers and sisters. On Dec. 21, 1826 he married Bar- 
bara Yair, born in 1804, daughter of Robert Yair who settled in 
1806 on Section 43 north of Terry’s Creek. They made their 
home near his mother’s estate on Beaver Creek. The commun- 
ity was Called ‘“Amackerville”. He died there in 1833. A 
large flat stone near the creek, bearing the initals S. .A., marks 
his grave. This part of St. Helena Parish became Ward One, 
Tangipahoa Parish in 1869. Their children:
